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657—15.3 (155A) Responsibilities. In any correctional pharmacy, the following responsibilities,
which are in addition to the responsibilities required by all applicable federal and state laws, rules and
regulations and the responsibilities as described in rule 657—=8.3(155A), shall be assigned as follows:

1. The pharmacist in charge or designee shall ensure that a quarterly inspection of all
pharmaceuticals located at the correctional facility, including any emergency/first dose drug supply
located outside the confines of the pharmacy, is completed and documented.

2. The pharmacist in charge or a pharmacist shall provide drug information to other health
professionals, to other caregivers, and to patients as required or requested.
